Rep. Nichols reports that 
from 30 to 50 percent of Ame- 
rican GIs in South Vietnam are 
using drugs, mostly marijuana 
but that he doubts that those 
using hard drugs would be more 
than 10 percent, He thinks that 
no more than 3 to 5 per cent 
of all GIs are hard drug users, 

Nichols said that without ex. 
ception all of the hard drug 
users he talked to had told 
him that they had been users 
before thay got into the armed 
forces, It {s his opinion that 
GI drug use in Vietnam is a 
reflection of the same trend 
among young people inthe Unit- 
ed States. He said that some 
of the GIs who had been back 
home on leave told them that 
they found drug use in their 
hometown had increased con- 
siderably in the year or two 
that they had been away. 

He said every marijuana or 
drug user the committee had 
talked to said ‘that they would 
not want their children to use 
marijuana,?? 


ACCORDING TO THE Bureau 
of Advertising, newspaper ad- 
vertising influenced more sales 
at less cost than radio and tele.
